U.S. POPULATION ON SEPT. | 
ESTIMATED AT 157,505,000 


WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 12 (AP) 
—The Census Bureau estimated 
today that on Sept. 1 the popu- 
lation of the United States, in- 
cluding arm@d forces overseas, 
had grown to 157,505,000. 

That was an increase since the 
general census in April 1950 of 
6.373,000 or 4.2 per cent. The 
increase indicated a yearly growth 
of 1.7 per cent, the Census Bu- 
reau said, compared with 1.4 per 
cent a year in the decade from 
1940 to 1950. 

Nearly a million and a quarter 
Americans were outside the coun- 
try on April 1, this year, accord-

The retiring Chief Executtve 
realizes he must accept full re- 
sponsibility for everything the 
Government does between now 
and Eisenhower's’ inauguration 
Jan. 20, informants said. 

They pictured him as feeling, 
however, that current policy deci- 
sions should, as far as possible, 
reflect Eisenhower's ideas as 
well as his own so they will carry 
the full weight of a _ united 
America. 

In naming his representatives 
to Government agencies Monday, 
Eisenhower made it plain he was 
not accepting responsibility for 
any decisions, but officials here 
said this should not rule out 
“recommendations.” 

An agenda for the White House 
meeting still has not been set. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and Defense Secretary Robert A. 
Lovett are expected to attend. 

In the foreign policy field, the 
key issue on which Eisenhower's 
ideas will be solicited will be the 
United States position on Korea 
in the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

Senator Alexander Wiley, Wis- 
consin Republican whbd will be 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committec, already has 
called on the President-elect to 
state his views on United Nations 
policy. Wiley is serving as & 
United States delegate to the 
meeting. 

Eisenhower also will be asked 
for his ideas on United States 
strategy in dealing with the Tu- 
nisian and Morrocean issues in 
the United Nations.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11 (UP)— 
The world champion Yankees 
won most of the honors again to- 
day when five of them gained 
places on the annual United Press 
American League All-Star team. 


Led by Catcher Yogi Berra, the 
only unanimous selection, the 
Yankees also placed Pitcher Allie 
Reynolds, Shortstop Phil Rizzuto 
and Outfielders Mickey Mantle 
and Gene Woodling on the team. 


. The rest of the all-star squad 
consisted of Pitcher Bobby Shantz 
and First Baseman Ferris Fain of 
the Athletics, Outfielder Larry 
Doby and Third Baseman Al 
Rosen of the Indians and Second 
Baseman Nelson Fox of the White 
Sox. 

The selections were made by a 
special 24-man committee of the 
baseball writers, three from each 
league city. And they came up 
with a formidable array of talent. 


Only Four Repeaters. 

Possibly indicating a trend to- 
ward new stars in the big league 
firmament, only four of the 10 
men selected were repeaters from 
the 1951 team. They were Rizzuto, 
Berra and Reynolds of the Yan- 
kees and Fain of the Athletics. 

The new crew won virtually 
all of the individual honors in 
the American League statistics 
department last season. Fain was 
the repeat batting champion with 
a .327 mark. Doby copped three 
honors, leading in homers with 
32, in runs batted in with 106 
and in runs scored with 104. The 
amazing little Shantz, smallest 
player in the majors, was a 24-7 
winning pitcher and might well 
have made it 25 had he not suf- 
fered a broken wrist in the final 
week of the campaign. Fox, the 
dogged little Chicago infielder, 
collected the most hits, 192, and 
Fain also produced the most dou- 
bles, 43. 

However, the team did not have 
a particularly impressive batting 
average, with a collective mark 
of .294. 

Berra a Real Standout. 

Berra, whose batting average 
dropped off 21 points to a .273 
level this year, still was clearly 
the best pf the league’s receivers 
and he had no opposition. He hit 
30 homers, tops for his career, 
and batted in 98 runs despite 
missing 12 games, most of them

A Brave U.N. Leader Lost 


One phase of the United Nations’ history has 
ended with the unexpected resignation of 
Trygve Lie as secretary general. The first to 
occupy that post, Mr. Lie like the organization 
itself became a victim of the great power 
struggle initiated by Soviet Russia. 

Ever since 1945 Mr. Lie had done as much as 
any man could to prove that his loyalty went 
to the organization and to the cause of peace, 
and not to any nation or bloc within it. Yet he 
was reviled by the Russians because he had the 
courage to uphold the U.N. resistance to aggres- 
sion in Korea, and he was put under suspicion 
by some American Senators, including Eastland 
of Mississippi, who thought he was not anti- 
Communist enough. 

In resigning, Mr. Lie expressed the hope that 
he might somehow contribute to the achieve- 
ment of a Korean peace and the moderation 
of the East-West conflict within the U.N. If 
his departure serves those ends it will indeed 
be a worthy sacrifice.

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Missouri Does It Again 

Twice in successive elections, Missouri has 
supplanted a Republican Senator by a Demo- 
crat and each time, in doing so, it has helped 
determine the division in the Senate in a closely 
balanced membership. 

Two years ago Missouri voters sent Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., Democrat, to Washing- 
ton to take the place of Forrest C. Donnell, 
Republican. When the Eighty-second Congress 
convened in January 1951, the division was 49 
Democrats and 47 Republicans. Had Mr. Hen- 
nings not been elected, the division would have 
been tied at 48 members for each party. 

This year Missouri completed the modern- 
ization of its Senate representation. The state 
overwhelmingly voted former Air Force Secre- 
tary Stuart Symington into the seat held for six 
years. by Senator James P. Kem. When the 
Fighty-third Congress meets in January, the 
division will be 48 Republicans, 47 Democrats 
and 1 independent—the narrowest possible ad- 
vantage for the Republicans. 

Had Senator-elect Symington failed, the divl- 
sion next January would have been 49 Republi- 
cans. 46 Democrats and 1 independent. This 
would have meant a spread of three votes 
instead of one. 

So it is that voters in St. Louis and Sedalia, 
in Hannibal and Joplin, in Caledonia and Cam- 
denton have shaped the balance in the Senate 
two sessions handrunning. Each vote counts— 
especially in Missouri! 
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Old Problem at a New School 

More than 20 states have laws prohibiting 
high school fraternities, and others permit local 
school boards to ban them. Parents and stu- 
dents at the new Horton Watkins High School 
in Ladue, who are now grappling with the prob- 
lem of what to do about fraternities, might well 
consider the reasons behind this widespread 
disapproval of the fraternity-sorority system. 

That high school fratetnities are undemo- 
cratic and discriminatory is one reason and a 
major one. But fraternities harm not only those 
students who are excluded Wt those who are 
brought within the magic fold as well. 

Belonging to an exclusive sodal group at the 
impressionable high school age teaches young- 
sters to rely for security and fu¥illment upon 
their membership in a temporary and purely 
arbitrary clique, rather than upor themselves 
and upon broader social relationships 

Once out of high school, they lose this prop 
to their personalities. Since the great part of 
their lives must be lived without it, most of 
them would be much better off if they hai not 
become dependent upon the fraternity relation- 
ship in the first place. 

Fraternities, in other words, may meet sonr 
dimly felt need of the adolescent while he is 
in high school, but they do him no good and 
sometimes positive harm thereafter. It is wiser 
to meet the need in another way—one that will 


Department prosecutors challenge the defense 
figures? Or can they justify setting bail 10 or 
more times as high as seems customary? Can 
they show that-any defendant might try to skip 
out to avoid prosecution? 

The sole purpose of bail is to assure the ap- 
pearance of the accused in court. It is certainly 
not intended as pre-trial punishment. The fun- 
damental rule is stated in the Constitution: “Ex- 
cessive bail shall not be required.” 
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Examining School Finances 

The St. Louis School Board has begun an ex- 
amination of its financial prospects for the next 
two years. What the cold figures will show re- 
mains to be seen, but it is quite clear even now 
that the school system will need help from the 
taxpayers. The only question is: How much? 

The current school tax for operating purposes 
is $1.01 on each $100 of assessed property valua- 
tion. But by next May that sum will be cut auto- 
matically to the constitutional maximum of 89 
cents unless voters authorize continued collection 
of the 12-cent difference, 

That additional 12-cent portion of the current 
rate has been in effect since it was authorized 
by the voters in May 1951. It brings in about 
$1,680,000 a year, and has been used to finance 
more equitable salaries for teachers, and an im- 
proved pension program for teachers and other 
employes. It is obvious that if the extra 12 cents 
in the tax rate were lost, there would have to be 
a sharp trimming of sails and that salaries prob- 
ably would suffer. 

It also has been obvious since early last sum- 
mer that continuation of even the current tax 
may not be sufficient to keep the school system 
on an even keel. Some School Board members 
have said privately that it may be necessary to 
ask the people for a rate of $1.14—25 cents more 
than the base rate. 

Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, the board's Secretary- 
Treasurer, has suggested that the new rate, what- 
ever it may be, ought to be submitted to the 
voters by the middle of next February. That is 
hardly more than three months away, but it is 
a measure of the urgency of the problem. The 
board will have to move quickly to determine 
exactly what its needs may be and to justify its 
final figures to the full satisfaction of the voters.

Reculators That Shield Us 


The Federal Trade Commission has just ob- 
tained agreement from four leading soap manu- 
facturers that they will cease claiming their 
detergents wash clothes “just as clean” without 
rinsing as they can be washed with rinsing. 

This is a relatively minor accomplishment of 
an agency whose services have come to be taken 
pretty much for granted. Its importance consists 
of its continuing reassurance that an agency of 
every citizen’s Government is standing guard to 
protect his health and his pocketbook against 
misleading claims, unfair competition, false la- 
beling, and associated practices. 

FTC is not so very old as government agencies 
go—middle aged, we should probably say. It was 
created in 1914. and at first it-was intended only 
to prevent price-fixing agreements, 
combinations in restraint of trade, and other 
methods of competition which were deemed un- 
fair. In 1938 it was authorized to prevent decep- 
tive practices, including false advertising of 
food, drugs, and cosmetics. In this phase of its 
work it is young indeed. 

When “government regulation” is discussed, 
and particularly when it is attacked, it is neces- 
sary for perspective’s sake to recall such day-to- 
day services as these of such commissions as 
FTC. They constitute the citizen’s strongest— 
sometimes his only—safeguard against practices 
which, whether performed deliberately or 
‘brough innocent error, might cost him his 
mney or, in extreme cases, his life.

for Elijah Lovejoy, Martyred Abolitionist Editor (1802-1837). 


Gov. Stevenson: 


Elijah Lovejoy embraced a great idea in 
an early and perilous stage of that idea’s 
development. And that is usually danger- 
ous, particularly when the idea is a new 
idea, disturbing to existing institutions, 
habits and prejudices. His idea was that 
the enslavement of black by white was 
wrong and should be ended. 

That was a very radical idea and much 
more blood was to flow, the lives of mil- 
lions more were to be wrecked, before 
that idea was to prevail. But the measure 
of Lovejoy’s triumph is to be found in the 
fact that only a quarter of a century was 
required to establish it as law. 

Elijah Lovejoy, however, served a great- 
er cause than that of the abolition of 
Negro slavery. And it was his devotion to 
this cause which we. will remember long 
after the struggle over the abolition of 
Slavery has been all but forgotten. 

This greater cause was the right—and 
the duty—of the individual to speak out 
for the truth. I make the reference to 
“duty” advisedly because that was the way 
Lovejoy thought of it. To his fellow citi- 
zens of Alton in meeting assembled to pro- 
test the turmoil provoked by his outspoken- 
ness, he said something like this: 

“I am impelled to the course I have 
taken because I fear God. As I shall an- 
swer to my God in the great day, I dare 
not abandon my sentiments, or cease in all 
proper ways to propagate them. I can die 
at my post but I cannot desert it.” 

There are many vigorous and powerful 
statements of thé right to be permitted to 
speak freely, but I Know of none more 
moving. And in these days of clamorous 
and jostling assertion of wights and privi- 
leges, it is sobering to be reminded by 


‘these words of duties as well as rights. 


The Search for Truth 


Lovejoy saw the problem in terms of 
what he felt obliged to say, not merely of 
what he might be entitled to say. The dis- 
tinction is an important one; and only 
those who observe the one as well as claim 
the other serve fully the cause of truth. 


Human character being what it is, heroes 
{n the classic mould of Elijah Lovejoy are 
rare. Of such stuff were the martyrs made. 
Neither is it given to many to see the 
truth in human affairs with the clarity 
and depth of Lovejoy’s crusading convic- 
tion. But we can have confidence in the 
ultimate triumph of truth, and in the cer- 
tainty that our fellow men will seek it if 
only they can hear and speak and sift the 
true and false in untrammeled peace. 


Some of the residents of Alton did not 
have: that confidence in 1837. Some of our 
fellow citizens of America do not have 
that confidence today. 

The greatest and wisest of living Ameri- 
cans, speaking in the detachment and wis- 
dom of his retirement, found words for his 
countrymen when he said: 

“I believe that that community fs al- 
ready in the process of dissolution where 
each man begins to eye his neighbor as a 
possible enemy, where non-conformity with 
the accepted creed, political as well as re- 
ligious, is a mark of disaffection: where 


-denunciation without specification or back- 


ing, takes the place of evidence: where 
orthodoxy chokes freedom of dissent.” 


Freedom's Eternal Battle 


The American conviction could not find 
a more accurate statement than this by 
Judge Learned Hand. It has been the 
American conviction from the beginning 
that men are only free when they respect 
each other’s freedcm. 

It is fitting that we dedicate this me- 
morial to Elijah Lovejoy here in Alton, as 
a constant reminder of our eternal battle. 
For we fight not against flesh and blood, 
but we fight in the long run, against the 
the spiritual enemies of Man himself. 

It is also the genius of American free- 
dom that we admit our mistakes, even as 
we confess our sins. So today we confess 
our sins even as we reaffirm our faith, 
that “Truth crushed to earth, will rise 
again,” that a people, under God, can have 
a new birth of freedom, that every age 
needs men who will redeem the time by 
living with a vision of things that are to be. 


Barry Bingham: 


It is clear that Lovejoy did not regard 
press freedom as merely the personal pos- 
session of the man who owns a printing 
press. That is a mistake too frequently 
made today. The American Bill of Rights 
does not guarantee a special privilege to 
the few hundred of us Americans who are 
so fortunate as to own a newspaper. A 
free press is a guarantee granted to all 
the millions of the American people. 


If press freedom is a right given to all 
Americans, it is something more to the 
man who owns a newspaper. It is a sol- 
emn obligation. He enjoys a special power. 
With it comes a special responsibility. 

Some of us who own newspapers fail by 
not expressing our opinions editorially, for 
fear of offending some segment of our 
readers. That is a failure caused by lack 
of courage. Some others of us fail by not 
keeping our news columns free of bias. 
That is a failure caused by lack of con- 
science. The spirit of Elijah Lovejoy would 
condemn failure in either of those duties. 

Lovejoy accepted both of the obligations 
of a free press with the deepest serious- 
ness. He was convinced that slavery was 
an evil practice. He could not content him- 
self with speakéng against it, as any other 
citizen might ‘have done. Since he con- 
trolled a newspaper, he felt an obligation 
to write against slavery and to publish his 
words for everybody to read. 


What a Free Press Demands 


He could have kept quiet and printed 
news. Nobody in the community would 
have condemned him. He would not have 
died at the hands of a furious mob. But 
he would not have lived true to his con- 


viction of what freedom of the press de- 


manded of him. 

Few people are required to die for their 
faith in press freedom; but it is not easy 
for the owners of newspapers to live for 
that belief in all its moral responsibility. 

The expression of vigorous opinion on 
an editorial page does. bring angry reac- 
tions from many readers, yet I am sure 
readers have more respect for a paper 
that says what it thinks than for a paper 
that merely panders to public opinion. The 
editorial page is not supposed to be a paci- 
fier for babies or a dose of soothing syrup. 

Completely unbiased treatment of news 
is difficult to achieve. In defense of my 
own calling, I must note how hard it is to 
make readers believe in the impartiality 


: of a newspaper. 


Newspapers must always welcome critl- 
cism, however, for it sharpens our sense 
of responsibility. Many Americans have 
questioned the fairness of the press in 
handling news during this campaign year, 


Where the Real Danger Lies 


I would like to see the American press 
make an exhaustive study of its own per- 
formance during the political campaign, to 
determine whether Stevenson newspapers 
slanted their news coverage toward Steven- 
son and Eisenhower newspapers toward 
Fisenhower. We have all heard those 
charges. If the press failed in that way. it 
would be far better for us to expose the 
failure ourselves, and try to avoid it for 
the future, than for the public to expose 
it and leave the press to a huffy defense 
of its virtue. 

I am not afraid of a one-party press in 


the United States for the reason that 75 


per cent of the editorial pages endorsed 
one candidate for President. What else can 
the owners of papers do but speak their 
political convictions? They are living up to 
ore side of their special obligation in do- 
ing so. But what of the other side? There, 
I believe, lies the only real danger: it is 
that the opinions of more and more news- 
paper owners may seep over from their 
editorial pages into their news columns. 

If those of us who hold the responsibili- 
ty for the newspapers of America should 


fail in our mission, if we should make our 


readers turn away from us in disgust and 
disillusionment, we would lose our press 
freedom one day. We would deserve to lose 
it. And it would not be just our loss: It 
would be a great and tragic loss to the 
whole American people. It would be a loss 
which democracy could hardly survive. 


A CRY OF CHILDREN, by John Horne Burns. (Harper 

& Brothers, 276 pgs., $3.) 

All the novels of John Horne Burns 
have one characteristic in common. They 
shock the reader. Burns has a faculty for 
probing his characters so deeply that there 
is very little left to 
hide. He strips his 
people of all their 
armor—clothes, con- 
versation, ethics, 
manners, and_e re- 
ligion— laying bare 
their entire psychic 
structure. 

The plot of “A 
Cry of Children” is 
uncontrived and sim- 
ple. It is the story 
of a love affair be- 
tween David Murray, 
a brilliant concert 
artist, and Isobel, a 
rootless product of 
a bohemian Boston environment, an affair 
clothed in -facetiousness and vacuity of 
purpose. Because the relationship of 
David and Isobel is formless from its in- 
ception and without any shape of resolu- 
tion, the ending can only be a sordid 
one. There is nothing tangible on which 
their love can be based for neither party 
has anything to offer the other. 


The trouble with the two lovers in the 
novel, was that they aré really children. 
Not children in the sense of being lost in 
a world too much with them, but rather 
children from too much pretending to 
something they are not. 


Through all of John Burns’ novels runs 
the thread of utter hopelessness. His char- 
acters always seem to achieve the least of 
what they are seeking and the most of 
what they are trying to escape. In “A Cry 
of Children,” David Murray fails to avoid 
the coldness and objectivity of his religion 
and selfish love of his mother long since 
married to that religion. Isobel on the 
other hand is lost forever to the streets 
which plagued her all her life. This help- 
lessness in a world too much complicated 
by motives rather than actions is best 
summed up by Isobel’s brother who almost 
beats David to death. With each stroke 
of a rubber hose, he says, “And this is 
for all who never try to understand.” 


In the main “A Cry of Children” {s a 
finely drawn, well written novel. It isn’t 
a pleasant one. There is a dark cloud of 
ill luck and ill fate that hangs over each 
event. But it is a piece of life, true to a 
philosophy and uncompromising in its sin- 
cerity and conclusion.

Amateur craftsmen 
who have undertaken to build a chair by 
measuring the anatomy of each member 
of the family and striking an average will 
find here extremely useful measurements 
of everything: how high a chair should be, 
the optimum dimensions of tables, cabi- 
nets, wardrobes, beds, and so on. 

Even more useful, for those who are 
willing to give up the fun of doing their 
own designing. is a ¢omplete series of 
sensible and simple designs for everything 
in each room of the house. The photo- 
graphs and exploded drawing make each 
step of construction brilliantly clear. 


The “Noble Path” 


A BUDDHIST BIBLE, edited by DOwight Goddard. 

(E. P. Dutton & Co. Inc., 677 pgs.. $6.) 

This revised and enlarged edition of a 
work first published in 1938 is a valuable 
distillation not only of Buddha's original 
teachings but of the Pali, Sanskrit, Chi- 
nese, and Tibetan traditions which devel- 
oped around them. From the over 10,000 
books of extant Buddhist scripture, the 
editor has wisely chosen those most able 
to convey to the outsider the power of 
“the Noble Path” to awaken and develop 
aspiration, compassion and “nirvana”—the 
experience which comes after the will to 
separate existence has been extinguished. 
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Discussed with Hayden and 
others was the possibility of a 
challenge of McCarthy's right to 
take his seat when the new Sen- 
ate meets.

Senate Repub- 
licans would not like to be com- 
pelled to go on record about Mc- 
Carthy at the start of the new Re- 
publican regime. 

While the possibilities were 
being canvassed, the Senators got 
word that McCarthy is soon to 
leave for England. He will go, 
according to this report, in behalf 
of the Senate Committee on Gov- 

ernmental Operations, of which 
he will be the new chairman. 

So far as can be learned, he 
go without a Democratic

N October, 1940—just 12 years ago—10,000 Jews in Baden, 
Jcermans were sealed in 20 trains of cattle cars, and shipped 
.t0 the south of France. Some of the people who made that 
dreadful journey had been taken from insane asylums and 
from maternity wards. 

The stationmaster at Pau 
telephoned to the director of 
the concentration camp at 
Gurs: “I have here a line of 
cars from Germany for you. 
Judging from the shrieks I 
hear, I believe they are hu- 
man beings.” 

A group of French Prot- 
estants obtained permission 
to live in the camp with the 
Jews. They did all they could 
to alleviate the sufferings of 
the prisoners. They brought 
in books and musical instru- 
ments and clothing; they in- 
terested Americans in send- 
ing food packages.

THE SAME WORK of 
mercy was carried on by 
Protestants in the other coné 
centration camps in France, 
under conditions of such hardship that some of them died. 

Two years later, 20,000 French Jews were ordered de- 
ported to Germany. Again the Protestants went into action. 
They helped the Jews to escape, forging papers for them, 

‘ guiding them through the mountains to the Swiss frontier. 
They stretched their own bodies over barbed wire so that 
people could walk over them to freedom. They themselves 
were hunted down by the Nazis in reprisal. 

«- Today the Protestants are working among displaced per- 
sons in the refugee camps.

_ AT THE ANCIENT MONASTERY of Cluny in Burgundy, 
a religious community of Protestant brothers has been estab- 
lished. They are celibate, poor and obedient to a spiritual 
director so long as they remain in the order; they however 
do’ not take life-time vows. Some are physicians, others are 
lawyers or artists; they may return to their professions. In 
the meantime they are seéking a new way of life. 

Last week I wrote - the efforts of Catholic clergy 
and laity to bring Christianity to the poor in France.

They are social misfits, too young and inexperienced for 
the older children, too big to go along with those of their own 
age. Looking at them, people expect a grown-up attitude, an 
adult response ‘nd when chey meet with anything but that 
from them, they look at the older children as if to say, “What 
in the world is the matter with him?” : 

They have no words to express their feelings. Make no 
mistake about it these oversized boys and girls suffer acutely. 
At-such a time somebody says one word tou many, or says one 
word in the wrong tone, and they explode like a bunch of fire- 
crackers. x * x 

THE “I HATE YOU” means only “I can’t stand this any 
longer.” It is an hysterical outburst of pent-up feelings. Don’t 
take it personally, for that is not what is meant.

N the middle of last week our 
plans were arranged in Santi- 
ago, Chile, so that on the way 
home I could spend a few hours 
in Lima, Peru, and have the 
pleasure of seeing something of 
the city and meeting President 
Manuel A. Odria and his wife. 
After waiting a bit for the fog to 
life, we got off and had a beauti- 
ful flight up the coast with won- 
derful views of the very high 
peaks. 

This was the first real oppor- 
tunity I had to chat with the 
wives of the members of our mil- 
itary delegation on the trip be- 
cause they stayed at the hotel 
and I stayed in the embassy, and 
while we frequently met at 
parties in Santiago we only 
caught glimpses of each other 
here and there. 

i * * 

AFTER LANDING in Lima we 
were greeted by Ambassador and 
Mrs. Harold H. Tittmann Jr. and 
away to a private room for a 
newspaper conference. Following 
this interview with the press, 
some members of the Peruvian 
Foreign Office, Ambassador and 
Mrs. Tittmann and I _ drove 
through the residential part of 
Lima and visited a very remark- 


able new housing development, 


with playground and shopping 
center all complete. I was told 
that this was only a small begin- 
ning as much more housing was 
needed. 

Then we drove back to the 
American embassy for a few min- 
utes and I was glad of a chance 
to see the house which is one of 
the loveliest I have seen any- 
where. It is painted pink and is 
set back among the trees. The 
garden around it lends itself well 
to outdoor entertainment. For 
the most part the woodwork is 
light oak in the house, though 
there is some paneling in dark 
walnut and mahogany. The rugs 
are Peruvian wool rugs, and won- 
derfully soft and thick.

we visited the Workers’ Hospital, 
which is far working men and 
women and paid for out of the 
social security fund that is col- 
lected from the workers, the em- 
ployer and the Government. The 
social security actually covers only 
the workers, but a man can insure 
his entire family by adding 2 or 3 
per cent per month to his original 
3 per cent subscription. 

We also visited the only day 
nursery that exists in the whole 
city of Lima. The children are 
kept from 7:30 in the morning to 
7:30 at night while their mothers 
are working. It is beautifully run 
and for the older group a nursery 
school is organized. We also 
visited a clinic for mothers and 
babies. In each group, I believe, 
the services were orfanized under 
either the Methodist or Lutheran 
Churches. 

At 6 o’clock were were at the 
palace and the ambassador and I 
had a chat with the President, 
after which we all went to tea 
with Senora Odria. She had just 
returned from the United States 
where she had undergone some 
Surgery at Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital in Baltimore. : 

Many of the charitable under- 
takings in South America are in 
some way connected with our 
point 4 program. Wa may provide 
the housing or the water or 
sewage system or some other 
necessary undertaking which is 
paid for from Point 4 funds. 

Our plane was late in leaving 
Lima, so I dined at the embassy. 
Once aboard, however, I was able 
to settle down for the long flight 
to Miami and as much sleep as

THAT’S ONE QUESTION, at least, that I can answer fully, 
freely and correctly, Mr, O’L. They are like that because 
they’re women. They have had to deal with different problems 
from those that men have faced. Their biggest problem—get- 
ting, and keeping, a husband. They learned a lot of things for 
that purpose, and in large and important areas of life they 
now have very different standards of value from those that we 
men hold. If they don’t, they’re not good specimens of woman- 
hood. 

They are generous enough to give us a few clues occa- 
sionally. Mrs. Elizabeth Kidd, who makes a living by helping 
an advertising agency figure out “the feminine angle,” wrote 
a book a few years ago, called “Just Like A Woman.” Ask 
your public library for it.

SHE LISTS THESE as some of the ways in which women 
differ from men: 

Women are intuitive. Men are intellectual. (For this rea- 
son, each tends to become too easily irritated by the mental 
processes of the other, but certainly it’s no use for either to 
try to change the other.) 

Women are identificationists. Men are realists. A woman 
wants to put herself into everything. Notice that men’s maga- 
_ fines often run pictures of pretty girls on the cover; but 

women’s magazines don’t run pictures of pretty men (ouch!); 
they run pictures of pretty girls, too. The woman who looks 
at the cover wants to identify herself with that girl.

What It's Like to 


Senator-Elect Stuart Symington Loves Ham, 
But He Got Enough of It Criss-Crossing 
Missouri During Campaign; Smears Really Hurt

TUART SYMINGTON loves 

ham. Especially Missouri ham. 

But now that the election is 
over he’ll just stick to the eggs 
for a while, thank you very much. 

“Each county has its prize 
ham,” the United States Senator- 
elect explained in a relaxed rem- 
iniscence of campaign joys and 
hazards. “Wherever I went they 
said: ‘We want you to taste some 
of our ham.’ Of course we al- 
ways did and for the rest of the 
day I'd visit drinking fountain 
after drinking fountain. 

“Finally. one day in Shelby 
county I heard a man say: ‘This 
guy drinks so much water in the 
morning he must be an alcohol- 
3e”)"" 

Symington had learned the 
hard way that water was the only 
safe body fuel during a hot Mis- 
souri campaign. At the begin- 
ning of his travels through the 
state he had been refreshing him- 
self with soda pop, but the rigors 


of the temperature and the ham. 


Junches were such that he got sick 
one day. The doctor diagnosed 
an excess sugar intake and strong- 
ly urged cutting down on the pop. 

“The most important thing in 
the world in a campaign is to be 
natural,” said the businessman 
candidate who bucked dangerous 
political tides to win handsomely 
in his first try for elective office. 
*“‘Country people can spot a phony 
as well as city folks. So one im- 
portant thing is: don’t talk down 
to anybody and don’t dress down.” 

Knowing how he felt, no one 
seriously expected to persuade 
Symington to discard his expen- 
sively cut suits and button-down 
shirts for grassroots stumping, but 
his campaign manager did level 
a protest against the candidate’s 
hat. 

“Tt was an ordinary hat,” Sym- 
ington says, “but he wanted me 
to get something that looked a 
little more like country. I never 
did it even though I lost seven 
hats in the campaign. You'd walk 
into a store, put it down and for- 
get it. Nobody ever returned one, 
by the way.’ 

The hat manufacturers weren't 
the only clothiers to draw aid and 
comfort from Symington’s elec- 
tioneering. During the summer 
primary campaign he averaged 
three seersucker suits a day, oc- 
casionally changing from one into 
another in the car as it hurried 
on to the next town. 

“It got so hot there wasn’t 
much use in changing shirts all 
the time,” he recalls. “One day, 
from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m., I talked in 
22 towns. In one place, Malden, 
it was 108 degrees. It’s a good 
thing that I don’t mind heat. I'd 
hate to have to campaign in win- 
ter.” 

* * * 
EPETITION hammering 
home the same message in 
town after town — didn’t 

bother the ex-Air Force secretary 
from Creve Coeur. 

“T had a simple theme: that the 
Republican party thought prop- 
erty was more important than 
people,” he says. “I didn't get 
tired of it because I believe it 
sincerely. I did get tired of some 
of the jokes I told over and over 
again, but I’d rather repeat a good 
joke three times than tell a poor 
joke once.’ 

The most successful joke he 
used, originally told to Syming- 
ton by Vice President Alben 
Barkley, was about the political 
speaker who kept checking his 
watch to make certain that he 
wouldn’t orate too long. After 
several such checks he was em-

barrassed to notice that the watch 
had stopped some time ago, and 
as surprise registered on his face 
a farmer spoke up: 

“If there’s anything the matter 
with that watch, there’s a calen- 
dar right behind you!” 

Another popular item in the 
Symington repertory was the one 
about the man who came home 
very late one night. His wife was 
angry and he calmed her down 
by disclosing that he had made 
$100,000 in General Motors stock. 
Then hig wife began questioning 
him closer and, step by step, it 
developed that it wasn’t General 
Motors stock but Chrysler, that 
it wasn’t $100,000 but $10,000 and 
_ he hadn’t made it. He'd lost 
t. 


The candidate used this yarn 
to hint at his feelings about one 
campaign characteristic that was 
no laughing matter to him. 

“I was shocked at the lack of 
respect for truth, the principle 
that anything goes. Wendell 
Willkie called it ‘campaign ora- 
tory.’ I wasn’t so shocked that 
it’s done, but ,that it’s become 
accepted as part of the system. 
It’s a terrible tragedy to de- 
ceive people to get elected, and 
I suppose I was more ‘than aver- 
—. upset because I’m so hew 
“x.”

YMINGTON says -he fought 
S hard to keep his temper over 

what he considered vicious op- 
position smears. He had read in 
a magazine article that some pro- 
fessional golfers take phenobarbi- 
tal to smooth their putting during 
the last round, so on two or three 
occasions, during face-to-face de- 
bates with his opponent, Syming- 
ton swallowed a little sedative. 

“When I was boxing as a kid 
I'd sometimes get a little-sick be- 
fore the whistle blew. Once it did 
blow, you'd forget all about it. 
But in this game of campaigning 
the whistle never seems to blow!” 

There’s a great deal more at 
stake with the spread of the “Big 
Doubt” technique than a man’s 
feelings, Symington is convinced. 

“It causes the reluctance of 
the average fellow with property 
to take the beating I’ve taken. 
After what I’ve been through I 
don’t know if I’d ever advise a 
friend who is in business to take 
a presidential appointment. And 
I’d_ seriously question whether 
I'd ever advise such a man to 
run for elective office.” 


Did he have any regrets about 
running himself? 

“No, because I won,” he said. 
~ hadn’t won, the nature of 
the attacks that were made 
against me probably would have 
seriously impaired my earning 
capacity, my ability to support 
my family.” <¢ 

Luckily, there -were many 
bright impressions Symington 
took in as he, his wife and his 
two sons criss-crossed for the 
first time the state where they 
established residence only 14 
years ago. 

“The most wonderful thing 
was the courtesy of the people 
we met,” Symington says. “I sup- 
pose we met 100,000 of them and 
they were gracious and kind. Not 
five were rude to us.” 

The candidate found rural 
voters were amazingly wel] in- 
formed, too. 

“T was down at Caboo! in Texas 
county fora lunch one time, talk- 
ing on the handling of our for- 
eign affairs. An old farmer got

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up after a while and said: “Well, 
I've been reading the paper .. .’ 
and I’d say he had the whole 
thing cased better than anything 
I've ever read.” 

Symington attributes much of 
this awareness to one local citi- 
zen for whom his respect is 
pretty much without reservation. 


“I was told when I started out 
that the most important guy in 
every county was the country 
editor,” he says. “He runs a 
weekly and people really read 
every word he puts out. In the 
primary, my opponent usually 
had the court houses sewed up. 
Sometimes my wife and I would 
get into a town and have no- 
body to talk to. Once they fol- 
lowed us, giving out opposition 
literature. 

“T usually made for the local 
editor first. Sometimes I’d be 
told: ‘Don’t go in there, he’s a 
Republican,’ but I’d go in to see 
him anyway, and maybe a dozen 
times the Republican editor said: 
‘I’m for you.’ Out of 94 country 
newspapers, I had support from 
91 +B 


Symington has bouquets for 
another group of men. 

“I don’t know whether people 
are aware of the growth of a 
group of young lawyers as a new 
political force. They’re mostly 
veterans and often they’re pros- 
ecuting attorneys in their coun- 
ties. They built me a political 
organization within the political 
organization.” 

Running for office, Symington 
found, is a chore riddled with 

pitfalls. 

His son Jim, for instance, who 
played the guitar and sang at 
many of Papa’s meetings (‘Letter 
Edged in Black” was the sure- 
fire favorite), was in love all 
summer. He just got engaged, 
but until he did he had a ten- 
dency to forget his guitar at many 
whistlestops, leaving the cam- 
paign crew minus some of its 
most effective artillery. 

“My truck driver and Jim were 
so determined to put up my signs 
above my opponent’s that Jim fell 
down at Bethany and it turned 
out later that he’d broken his 
ankle in two places,’ Symington 
relates. 

The driver, incidentally, was a 
valuable man in another line. 
Some folks were having trouble 
with Symington’s name, but they 
promptly forgot about it when 
the candidate introduced his en- 
tourage, including the driver. His 
name was Jerry Olegschleiger. 

When you’re campaigning, 
you've got to keep a sharp eye 
on the company you keep. The 
Symingtons made it a point never 
to stay in private homes because 
in smaller cities it is wise not to 
be too closely identified with any- 
one and run risk of being accused 
of playing favorites. 

“Often we'd get into a town 
and go by ourselves into the 
stores to meet people,” Syming- 
ton relates. ‘“‘There’d be so many 
factions that it wouldn't have 
been good to take anyone along 
and be identified with any of 


them.” 
T himself, but soon learned that 

it is wiser not to stay in them 
when you campaign. Best bet is 
the regular hotel in town where 
you can be seen in the lobby and 
shake a few hands before retir- 
ing. 

Ancestors can be important. 

“In ‘Little Dixie’ the fact that 
I'm a Southerner was a big help, 
especially since my Democratic 
party affiliation had been ques- 
tioned,” Symington says. Both 
his grandfathers fought in the 
Confederate forces, one of them 
with Gen. Pickett, and-the candi- 
date found it.useful to bring this 
up from time to time. 

Humble aspects of a candi- 
date’s past are worth mentioning, 
too. Symington had been a ma- 
chine shop apprentice at 14. 

“My father went broke in 1907 
and we were farmed out to rela- 
tives,” he says. 
worked with your hands, people 
like to know that.”

OUNTY fairs can be quite 
C sir in their political orienta- 

tion, the candidate discovered. 
Fairs are valuable places for a 
candidate to be introduced to a 
crowd, and in Democratic coun- 
ties this was easy to arrange. 
Some fairs in Republican coun- 
ties turned thumbs. down on the 
same request. 

“You’ve got to be careful not 
to eat too heavily,” was another 
observation of the candidate, “If 
you're under tension it makes you 
feel badly and makes it hard to 
talk.” 

Miracles of modern science not- 
withstanding, there aren’t many 
gadgets on the market to ease 
the lot of the campaigner. Sym- 
ington employed a black eye 
mask to cover his eyes in the 
car to take a nap while in transit, 
and he did find a special car 
pillow that helped. 
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“It looks a little like a horse 
collar and you put your head in 
the collar,” he explains. “I can 
recommend it for campaigning.” 

Another important rule: “Never 
be late,” says the new Senator 
from Missouri. “‘Whatever your 
schedule, you've got to stick to 
it so the fellows waiting for you 
in the next town won’t go away. 
If someone holds you up too long 
in a town, you've just got to say: 
‘I'm very sorry, but I’ve got to 
go.’”’ 

Symington’s tone was pleasant 
but firmly so, as he demonstrated 
the technique of dealing with 
wordy voters. 

What had been his personal pre- 
election estimate of his chances? 

“I thought I was going to lose 
the primary election,” Symington 
admits, “but about the general 
election I never had any doubt.” 

What would be his top priority 
advice to other campaign novices? 

“Your sincerity is the most im- 
portant thing to sell,” he said. 
“People will vote for you even if 
they think .you may be wrong— 
as long as you can convince them 
you're sincere.”

trump. West discovered that 
truth—too late—in the following 
hand 


South dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
43962 
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South bid a spade, West passed, 
North raised to two spades, and 
East passed. South then men- 
tioned his hearts at the three- 
level, and North jumped to four 
spades. 

If West had led a diamond, a 
club or even a heart, declarer al- 
most surely would have gone 
down, since the normal way to at- 
tack trumps was to lay down the 
ace and king. 

Actually, however, West elected 
to lead the singleton trump be- 
cause he wanted to protect his . 
potential heart trick, and the re- 
sult was disastrous to his own 
side. East had to put in the spade 
10 on the first round, and it re- 
quired no great shrewdness on de- 
clarer’s part to take a subsequent 
finesse against the spade queen. 
(He could assume, of course, that 
West would not have led away 
from the queen.) 


In the post mortem, West 
argued that the bidding indicated 
that the enemy held solid spades, 
but this argument was far from 
sound. North had originally given 
only a single raise, and South, in- 
stead of going on in spades, had 
tried out the other major suit. 
Surely, in the light of West's own 
singleton, this indicated that East 
might have spade length, and if 
he also had one or two honors, 
West's lead would ‘ ‘put him under 
the gun.” Finally, West's strength 
in hearts, South's second suit, was 
certainly not so impressive as to 
demand protection!
